PURPOSE Ot 


Under existing law air carriers are strictly pr bited from e¢rantine 
free or reduced-rate transportat m to any person ther than those 
listed in section 403 (b) of the Civil Aeronauties Act. The persons 
SO listed do not include ministers of religion it Is t hye purpose oO} the 
proposed legislation Lo amend the law so as to permit the airlines, if 
they so desire, to grant free or reduced-rate tr nsportation to ministers 
of religion. The legislation is purely permissive. It will not require 
the granting of free or reduced rates; but if an air carrier sees fit to 
offer such a concession to ministers of religion the existing statutory 
bar to such action will be removed. 


PROVISIONS 


The bill will amend section 403 (b) of the Civil Aeronautics Act. 
by inserting in the list of persons to whom the prohibitions against 
free or reduced-rate air transportation shall not apply, the words 
‘ministers of religion.”’ 


S. Rept. 1585, 82-2——-1 
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AMENDING THE CIVIL AERONAUTICS ACT 
JUSTIFICATION 


For many years the Interstate Commerce Act has permitted surface 
carriers to grant free or reduced-rate transportation to ministers of 
religion. Pursuant to this authority the surface carriers have made 
it a general practice to carry ministers of religion at reduced fares. 
The committee believes that this practice has been fully justified, both 
from the standpoint of the benefit to society as a whole and from the 
standpoint of the carriers themselves. The railroads have established 
administrative machinery for determining eligibility as shown in the 
memorandum from the Legislative Reference Service of the Librar y of 
Congress set forth in the appendix. While the Interstate Commerce 
Act provisions cannot be taken as a necessary precedent due to im- 
portant differences between air and surface transportation, neverthe- 
less, in consideration of all the factors involved, the committee believes 
it would be in the public interest to authorize the air carriers, if they 
so desire, to offer free or reduced rates for the transportation of minis- 
ters of religion. 

The position of ministers of religion in our society is such that their 
usage and endorsement of air travel can do much to promote further 
public acceptance of this mode of transportation. The provisions of 
this bill are deemed to be in furtherance of the policy of the Civil 
Aeronautics Act for “the encouragement and development of civil 
aeronautics.” 

In reporting this bill the committee has been governed to a large 
extent by the very special characteristics which pertain to ministers 
of religion as a group. No other segment of our society occupies a 
comparable | osition. It should be emphasized that the committee 
continues to saline wholeheartedly the general prine iple of uniform 
fares and charges as set forth in section 403 of the Civil Aeronautics 
Act. It does not regard its action today as in any way constituting 
a departure from the sound policy of the act in this respect. The 
committee is not only in accord with this policy but believes the provi- 
sions of the Civil Aeronautics Act in which the classes eligible for 
reduced rates are strictly limited to a much narrower scope than those 
found in the Interstate Commerce Act are basically sound and fully 
justified by the differences in space, weight limitations, and other 
characteristics as between air and surface transportation. Accord- 
ingly, the action of the committee in reporting this bill is not to be 
regarded as a precedent for similar legislation by groups grprasd 
eligible for special treatment under the Interstate Commerce Act, 
by “other groups.

The committee has received more than 100 letters from ministers 
and religious organizations supporting the bill 

In response to the request of the committee for comments on the 
proposed legislation, reports have been received from the Civil 
Aeronautics Board, and the Air Transport Association opposing the 
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legislation. Copies of their letters are set forth in the appendix. 
The Department of Commerce has advised that it has no objection 
to the legislation. The Department of Justice and the Comptroller 
General have advised that they have no comment.

DEAR SENATOR JOHNSON: This is in reply to vour request of April 28, 1952, for 
a report on 8. 2592, a bill to amend section 403 (b) of the Civil Aeronauties Act 
of 1938 so as to permit the granting of free or reduced-rate transportation to 
ministers of religion. 

In enacting the Civil Aeronauties Act of 1938, Congress adopted a strong 
policy against any form of discrimination in rates or fares which might be charged 
by the airlines. Seetion 403 (b) which the bill under consideration seeks to 
amend, presently relaxes the rule against free or reduced-rate transportation in 
domestie air transportation with respect to the following persons: 

1. Directors, officers, and employees of the air carrier and their immediate 
families. 

Witnesses and attorneys attending any legal investigation in which the air 
carrier is interested. 
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3. Persons injured in aircraft accidents and physicians and nurses attending 
such persons. 

1. Persons providing relief in cases of general epidemic, pestilence, or other 
calamitous visitation. 

It may be noted that these exceptions to the rule are rather closely limited to 
persons who have a direct relationship to an air carrier either as an employee, 
Witness, or in connection with an aircraft accident. Only in the ease of general 
epidemic, pestilence, or other calamitous visitation is the exception extended 
to a member of the general public. This policy is in sharp contrast to that which 
prevails under the Interstate Commerce Act with respect to free or reduced-rate 
transportation by rail. That act in section 1 (g) excepts from the prohibition 
against free transportation the following, among others: 

|. Exeeutive officers, general chairmen, and counsel of employees’ organizations 
when such organizations are authorized to represent employees in accordance 
with the provisions of the Railway Labor Act. 

2. Ministers of religion, traveling secretaries of railroad Young Men’s Christian 
Associations, inmates of hospitals and charitable and eleemosvnary institutions, 
and persons exclusively engaged in charitable and eleemosynary work 

3. Indigent, destitute, and homeless persons, and such persons when trans- 
ported by charitable societies or hospitals, and the necessary agents employed in 
such transportation. 

$. Inmates of the national homes or State homes for disabled volunteer soldiers, 
and of soldiers’ and sailors’ homes, including those about to enter and those 
returning home after discharge. 

5. Necessary caretakers of live stock, poultry, milk, and fruit. 

6. Linemen of telephone and telegraph companies. 

7. Newsboys on trains. 

8. Witnesses attending any le investigation in which the common earrier 
is interested. 

9, -Persons injured in wrecks and physicians and nurses attending such persons. 

10. Employees, including furloughed, pensioned, and superannuated em] 

Notwithstanding the provisions of section 403 (b) of the Civil Aeronauties Act.

The divergence in policy which the Congress has shown with respect to the 
air carriers and surface earriers may well be justified because of differentiating 
characteristics between the two forms of transportation. In particular, the space 
problem of surface carriers is substantially different from that of air carriers. 
The air carriers in their passenger business have found it necessary to operate 
under a svstem of reservations. Fluctuating demand and relatively little space 
makes it impossible to take on passengers without reservations as is commonly 
done in the case of railroads. It is believed that free or reduced-rate riders on 
railroads, under normal conditions, would rarely displace revenue passengers, 
and the same would probably be true on busses. In the air, because of the 
limited seating capacity of an aircraft and the economic necessity for the industry 
to operate at a high load factor, the free or reduced-rate rider would of necessity 
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: frequently displace the revenue passenger. The airlines cannot economically 
provide the space flexibilitv that is available to the surface carriers. The prob- 
lem for air carriers would be aggravated where conventions or other gatherings 


' drew a large number of ministers and demands might be made for reduced-rate 
transportation for plane loads of passengers 

From time to time representatives of schools, women’s organizations, youth 
organizations, and others seeking to participate in national events have sought 
free or reduced-rate privileges. These requests the Board has uniformly denied, 
as it was believed that such favoritism would be contrary to the established poliey 
of Congress. However, should Congress depart from existing policy, it may be 
expected that these and other groups, and particularly those persons who are 
given such privileges under the Interstate Commerce Act, will vigorously press 
their claims for special consideration before the Congress. 

In view of the foregoing it is the opinion of the Board that to exempt ministers 
of religion from the general prohibition against the granting of free or reduced- 
rate transportation would be a serious departure from the sound policy of the act. 

Accordingly. the Board is opposed to the enactment of Ss 2592

My Drar Mr. CHAIRMAN: Since we wrote you on February 11, 1952, asking 
that you notify us if and when hearings would be scheduled on this bill, we have 
studied the bill further and urge that hearings be held on the bill before the 
committee takes action. 

Legislation of this nature presents serious problems to both the carriers and to 
other travelers which should be considered by the committee at a public hearing 
before taking action on the bill. Other carriers have found it necessary to establish 
in their traffic organizations separate bureaus to handle such problems as the 
identification of clergy and the issuance and renewal of identification forms 
necessary to put in operation this type of special transportation privilege. There 
is also a problem of discrimination, Other persons such as employees of elee- 
mosvnary institutions, teachers in publie schools, and others working for non- 
profit organizations have much in common with ministers of religion and may also 
expect to receive special consideration. There is danger of undermining the whole 
passenger-fare structure if large segments of the population are expected to receive 
special consideration. 

For these reasons we strongly urge that a hearing be held on the bill before the 
committee takes action on it.

Repucep Fares For ‘‘MINISTERS OF RELIGION” 


S. 2592 proposes to amend section 403 (b) of the Civil Aeronautics Act so as to 
permit air carriers to grant free or reduced-rate transportation to ‘‘ministers of 
religion.”” The question presented is how the term “ministers of religion’ is to 
be construed in determining eligibility for such privilege. 

The Interstate Commerce Act contains similar permission for ‘reduced rates 
to ministers of religion.’’ in sections 1 (7) and 22 with respect to railroads, and in 
section 217 (b) with respect to common carriers by motor vehicle. Inquiry 
been made to determine the practices of the railroads in applying this permi 


orization

The railroads have established administrative machinery for handling this 
matter in each region—eastern, southern, and western. Their practices have been 
made uniform within each region, and substantially so throughout the country, by 
means of centralized clergy bureaus which formulate rules and may consider 
questionable cases. Persons certified as eligible pay one-half of the regular first- 
class fare 

An applicant for a clergy permit must execute a form such as the one attached 





hereto, which is used by the railroads of the southern region. There is an appli- 
cation fee of $3. Endorsement or certification of the application by other 
recognized clergymen of the applicant’s denomination is specified. If found 
qualified, the applicant receives a clergy permit in book form containing 100 
agent’s coupons good for use in connection with the purchase of 100 clergy tickets 
for use during the calendar vear for which the permit is issued. The “clergy rules” 
which govern the issuance of southern clergy permits are stated in detail on the 
back of the attached application form. As there noted, an applicant must be 
engaged exclusively in worthy religious work and [have] no other occupation 
whatever.” In the main but with some exceptions, eligibility is limited to 
ordained or licensed ministers. Rules 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, and 7 further designate classes 


of persons to whom such clergy permits will not be iss ied, 
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Also attached hereto is a copy of the application form of the Eastern Clergy 
Bureau. including on the back thereof the ‘‘classified list of beneficiaries.”’ 

It should be noted particularly that the Interstate Commerce Act does not 
require the carriers to grant special reduced fares to “ministers of religion.” 
The statute on this point is permissive only and, therefore the railroads them- 
selves, rather than the Interstate Commerce Commission, determine primarily 
the manner and bounds of its application. In only one instance, many vears ago, 
has the Commission found oeeassion to give formal consideration to this matter. 
Since it is rather brief, the report of the Commission issued in 1909 ('n the Matter 
of Passes to Clergymen and Persons Engaged in Charitable Work, 15 I. C. C. 45) 
is cited below in full: 

“The Commission is in receipt of a large number of protests against the con- 
struction placed upon that provision of the act to regulate commerce which 
authorizes the issue of free or reduced-rate transportation to ministers of religion 
and persons exclusively engaged in charitable and eleemosynary work. ‘The 
clergy bureau of the Transcontinental Passenger Association has issued a circular 
letter representing that, as a result of certain rulings of the Commission, special 
transportation privileges must be withdrawn from many persons to whom they 
have hitherto been accorded. The classes particularly affected by this action are 
those comprehended by rules 9, 10, 11, 12, and 14 of the Transcontinental clergy 
bureau, reading as follows: 

‘““*RuLE 9. Ordained clergymen acting as editors of officially recognized church 
papers. 

‘*‘Ruve 10. Ordained clergymen acting as college presidents or professors. 

“*RuLeE Ll. Ordained clergymen acting as financial agents for church, religious, 
or charitable institutions, including educational institutions under church govern- 
ment. 

““*RuLE 12. Ordained clergymen engaged in Christian Temperance or YMCA 
work. 

“ “Rue 14. Brothers of religious orders, Sisters of charity, devoting their entire 
time to religious work, who habitually wear a garb distinctive of their order. 
Applications to be made in the legal name of applicant, the religious name also 
to be shown, and to be endorsed by the head of the institution with which -con- 
nected; name of order or institution with which connected must always be given.’ 

‘“‘The Commission takes this occasion to state that the position taken by the 
Transcontinental clergy bureau is far in advance of anything required by the law 
or the rulings of the Commission. Reasonably interpreted, the ruling to which 
reference is made by the Transcontinental clergy bureau cannot possibly necessi- 
tate the drastic action which it has taken. For information of carriers and the 
general public, we take this opportunity to express our views in terms that, it 
is hoped, will not be susceptible of misconstruction. 

‘A clergyman does not lose his ministerial standing by reason of the fact that 
he leaves the pastorate for some other field of religious activity. A minister who 
becomes editor of a church paper, instructor in a theological seminary, financial 
agent for a church or other religious institution, or who engages in other work 
which may fairly be regarded as religious in character, and who does not abandon 
his ministerial work, may legally be accorded special transportation privileges. 

‘‘The courts have been consistently liberal in giving construction to the words 
‘charitable’ and ‘eleemosynary,’ and we see no reason for being unduly narrow 
in interpreting these words as found in the act. A charitable institution is one 
which is administered in the public interest, and in which the element of private 
gain is wanting. This definition is broad enough to include hospitals, almshouses, 
orphanages, asylums, and missionary societies. This enumeration is not intended 
to be exclusive—it is only representative. It is important to note that such an 
institution does not necessarily lose its charitable character by reason of the fact 
that it is under the management of a particular denomination or sect, or because 
a charge is collected from some or all of those who enjoy its privileges. It is only 
necessary that it be conducted in the public interest and not for private gain. 

“The Commission entertains no doubt that carriers subject to the act may 
legally grant free or reduced-rate transportation to some persons who may be 
included in any class comprehended by rules 9, 10, 11, 12, and 14 of the Trans- 
continental Clergy Bureau. We cannot undertake to pass upon individual cases. 
It is believed that no carrier, following the principles outlined here, need have 
any difficultv in determining who may be given concessions in the matter of 
transportation.”

Association, Clergy Permit Department, is satisfied { Lp} 
exclusively in worthy religious work and has no other occupation wha 
2. Permits will not be issued to Theologi Students exeepting ya oO are 
regularly licensed or ordained ministers of religion, engaged isively in relig 
work, requiring travel; application to be filed after applica actua in schoo 
and to be accompanied by letter from head of Theological Institu mm, certiving 
that applicant is engaged in religious work the entire vear and acting as supp 
pastor (naming points 
3. Permits will not be issued to Church Visitors, Pastor’s Assistants, Missic 
Teachers, City Missionaries, Community Workers, Church Missionaries whose 


duties are of a local nature, office emplovees of Missionary organizations, nor to 
any missionary whose remuneration is derived from free-will offerings 
41. Permits will not be issued to persons connected with Anti-Saloon Leagues. 

5. Permits will not be issued to persons other than licensed or ordained ministers 
connected with Bethany Girls, B. Y. P. U., Christian Endeavor, Circles, Epworth

It 
may be recalled and cancelled at any time by the Chairman of the Southern 
Passenger Association without statement of reasons therefor. It must be 
returned to said Chairman whenever the person to whom it is issued ceases to 
be engaged exclusively in religious work. 

““(b) If any person other than the person to whom issued attempts to use it, or 
any ticket issued on account hereof, this permit and such ticket will be void and 
may be confiscated by any agent or conductor of any carrier. 

““(c) Identification of holder as person to whom this permit was issued must 
be established by signature and otherwise to the satisfaction of any agent or 
conductor whenever requested. 

“(d) It is void if any alteration or erasures are made hereon. 

*“(e) Coupons must be filled out and signed by holder in presence of ticket agents. 

(f) DETACHED COUPONS WILL NOT BE HONORED. 

(g) It must be presented for inspection when tickets are presented for passage. 
*‘(h) It is invalid unless cover and each coupon bears same consecutive number. 
““q) Tickets issued on account hereof will be subject to local regulations of 

each road over which they read. 

“(j) If it is lost or stolen, person to whom issued will promptly notify said 
Chairman.
